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JOHN WHITE ALEXANDER 
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John W. Alexander was born in Allegheny, Pennsylvania, in 
1856, and died in New York City in May, 1915. While still a 
boy, he went to New York, where he entered the art department 
of Harper Brothers. He went later to Europe, and studied in 
Munich, Florence, and Venice. In the last-named city he was a 
pupil of Frank Duveneck. 

Alexander was elected an Associate of the National Academy 
of Design in 1901, becoming an Academician in the following 
year. In 1909 he was elected President of the Academy, an 
office which he held until the time of his death. 

He was a member also of the New York Architectural 
League; Vice-President of the National Society of Mural Painters, 
New York; President of the National Institute of Arts and Let- 
ters ; President of the School Art League ; President of the Mac- 
dowell Club; member of the American Academy of Arts and 
Letters; the National Society of Portrait Painters; the Society of 
Illustrators (honorary) ; Vice-President and Director of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Arts; Societe Nationale des Beaux- Arts, Paris; 
Societe des Peintres et Sculpteurs, Paris; International Society of 
Sculptors, Painters and Gravers, London (honorary) ; Royal So- 
ciety of British Artists, London (honorary); Munich Secession; 
Vienna Secession ; Trustee of the American Fine Arts Society ; 
the New York Public Library, and the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art. 

He received the following awards: Bronze Medal, Munich 
Academy, 1880; Temple Gold Medal, 1897, and Lippincott prize, 
1899, Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts, Philadelphia; Gold 
Medal, Paris Exposition, 1900; Gold Medal, Pan-American Ex- 
position, Buffalo, 1901 ; Carnegie Prize, Society of American Ar- 
tists, 1901 ; First Corcoran Prize, Society of Washington Artists, 
1903; Gold Medal, St. Louis Exposition, 1904; Chevaliar, Legion 
of Honor, 1901 ; Medal of the First Class, Carnegie Institute, 
Pittsburgh, 1911.

Persons who shall contribute one 
hundred dollars a year, or more, but less than two hundred and 
fifty dollars. 

3. Contributing Members. Persons who shall contribute 
twenty-five dollars a year, or more, but less than one hundred 
dollars. 

4. Annual Members. Persons who shall contribute ten dol- 
lars a year, or more, but less than twenty-five dollars. 

5. Associate Members. Any artist, school teacher, or art 
craftsman actively practicing his profession, may become an As- 

-sociate Member of the Art Gallery upon payment of five dollars 
a year.
